Bike Riders 


“ May 
is 
American 
Bike 
Month, and it’s a good tixno to 
remind 
motorists 
that 
bikes 
have equal rights on the road,” 
Chief Robert Miller of the Rush- 
viHe Police Department said to­ 
day. 
“But it is also a good time 
to' remind cyclists., whether they 
are 11 or 77, that they share the 
responsibility for their own safe­ 
ty by making sure they drive a 
safe bike and, drive it safely,” 
he said. 
Chief Miller noted that nearly 
9 million bicycles were sold in 
America last year, and that 
sales are expected to go over 
10 million in 1072. 
“With, an estimated 70 million, 
people riding bicycles, either 
for fun. health, recreation or 
for transportation, no sane per­ 
son can afford to ignore their ex­ 
istence. For the most part, these 
bicyclists will be using public 
roads, and it's up to all of us 
to make sure that this co-exis­ 
tence between bikes and cars is 
safe as well as peaceful,*' he

The Chief said that through­ 
out American Bike Month in

Even, 
a druggist from Pilot Mound, Boone Co., 
Iowa, wrote, ‘“I have sold Wakefield’s 
Medicines for over 10 years, and they 
give the best satisfaction of any I sell 
. . . The worm destroyer can’t be beat.” 
In Dr. Wakefield’s description of his 
Cough Syrup he wrote that it is for 
whooping cough, croup, hives, pneu­ 
monia, and lung or winter fever. “Many 
patients have been cured by this syrup 
after having been given up by physi­ 
cians.” 
The Wakefield Golden Ointment was 
for burns, sore throat, piles, frosted 
parts, felons, erysipelas, corns, boils, and 
chapped hands. “No family should be 
without a bottle in the house at all 
times,” he advises. Charles Chaffee, a 
traveling salesman for D. Appleton and 
Co., of New’ York, WTote. “I had an old 
sore on my leg of ten years standing for 
which I had at that time failed to find 
a remedy. I obtained a bottle of your 
Golden Ointment, and, finding some im­ 
provement, obtained a dozen bottles. 
When they were all used, the sore was 
entirely healed and well and has re­ 
mained well ever since.” Each bottle 25 
cents. 
The Wakefield Egyptian Liniment was 
a “servicable health and adhesive plaster 
for cuts, cracked hands, com, bunions, 
to use in all cases where a sticking salve 
was needed. Price 25 cents. 
The Wakefield Egyptian Liniment was 
for sprains, braises, swellings, spavin, 
Sweeney, etc., for horses and other ani­ 
mals. Price 25 and 50 cents. 
The Wakefield Eye salve was for sore, 
Inflamed, or weak eyes, watery sores, 
and removing proud flesh from old sores 
and ulcers. T. S. Marshall of South West 
City, Iowa, wrote that “Many of your 
medicines are as staple as wheat and 
com. We think we cannot do without 
them.” 
In addition to the above 12 medicines, 
he also advertised a rat killer for the ex­ 
termination of rats, mice, roaches. Cost 
25 cents. 
Each bottle or wooden box for his 
remedies has a different type label. The 
motif on each is different but each is 
designed with his name, “for sale by all 
druggists” and an illustration either a 
picture of a child, or a child and mother, 
or an attractive young lady demurely 
holding a fan. Any of his bottles would 
make a most attractive acquisition to a 
collector. The Pure Food and Drug Act 
put operators such as D. Wakefield out 
of business. 
In scanning through his almanac in 
1886, it was interesting to see the rate 
in interest paid in different states. The 
legal rate of interest in California was 
10 per cent and by contract, any rate. In 
Nebraska it was 10 per cent and by agree­ 
ment 12 per cent. Wisconsin had 7 per 
cent and by agreement 12 per cent. Illi­ 
nois, Indiana, Iowa, and Missouri had a 
legal rate of 6 per cent and the agree­ 
ment by contract varied from 8 to 10 per 
cent. Indiana had 10 per cent. 
The book also lists the light and dark 
of the moon so that work on the farm 
could be scheduled according to the 
moon changes. 
A book such as this Almanac also 
show’s the progress of medicine during 
the past 100 years. Many of the diseases 
that are mentioned are no longer preva­ 
lent.

As the early church grew, it started to 
face the problems of an institution.

There is exciting growth in most church­ 
es where the laymen are getting into 
action. 


The apostles proposed to the congrega­ 
tion in Jerusalem that they consider 
seven men for the task of running the 
business of the church. This idea pleased 
the members, and they prayerfully went 
about the task, but carefully following 
the instructions of the apostles — that 
they were to choose men “of honest re/ 
port, full of the Holy Ghost and wis­ 
dom.” (Acts 6:3). 


The results of deputizing laymen for 
certain responsibilities within the church 
were soon beautifully seen. “The word of 
God increased; and the number of the 
disciples multiplied , . . greatly” (Acts 
6:7).

1 won't be campaign­ 
ing for myself, but I will be out 
there hitting just as hard and 
taking an active part once the 
campaign gets on the road. I 
admire all of our candidates."

Atkins 
trained 
as

nurse, but found that her hus­ 
band's love was trucking, and 
she helped him start their own 
business in Osgood in 1931. She 
worked in the office doing all 
of the work while he was on the 
road and became a pretty good 
billing and freight rating clerk.”

Tuesday on a compromise bill 
to qualify thousands of addi­ 
tional coal miners for black 
lung benefits and to greatly in­ 
crease federal funding for the 
program. 
Sen. Jennings Randolph, D- 
W.Va., manager for the bill, 
said he would probably bring 
up the compromise version in 
the Senate on Thursday. 
The Nixon administration op­ 


poses the measure because of 
its impact on the federal budg­ 
et. Sponsors said however they 
doubted the President would 
veto it 
Randolph 
said he believed 
that, if Senate provisions of the 
bill 'become law, 106,000 new 
miners and their dependents 
will, receive payments starting 
in 1072 and 1973. 
On the key point of financing, 
the conferees agreed to extend 
full 
federal 
funding 
for 
18 
months, to June 30, 1973. The 
Senate had voted for a one-year 
extension, the House for two 
years. 
Under the compromise, any 
miner qualifying for benefits 
before m id-1973 will have his 
benefits paid by Washington for 
is lifetime and the lifetime of 
his dependents. 
A miner qualifying between 
July 1 and Dec. 31 next year 
will be paid by the federal gov­ 
ernment for that six-month pe­ 
riod. with 'the industry respon­ 
sible 'thereafter; After Jan. 1, 
1974, the industry would have 
full responsibility. 
The House bill had been esti­ 
mated to boost the federal cost 
over the next 10 years by $2.8 
billion, and the Senate version 
by 83.9 billion. 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 
said the compromise would in­ 
crease the federal outlays by 
$300 million over the Senate 
bill, for a $4.2 billion total by 
1981.

I joined this growing two mil­ 
lion-plus group a little over six 
weeks ago.

asks a stroke victim is, “What 
did it feel like?" Well, in my 
case, it didn’t feel like any­ 
thing. Nothing. 
I’m afraid it wasn’t dramatic 
at 
all. 
There 
was 
no 
pre­ 
monition 
or 
warning 
of 
any 
kind. I felt no lightning bolt of 
pain. Or even a twinge. No con­ 
fusion. No fainting or falling 
down. No outcry. No paralysis 
or numbness. 
But when the phone rang on 
my desk late in the afternoon 
of March 16, I noticed as I an­ 
swered it that my voice sudden­ 
ly was slurring. Having been a 
hypochondriac since shortly be­ 
fore birth, my mind instantly 
jumped to the right conclusion: 
I had had a slight stroke ... and 
might be in the grip of a con­ 
tinuing one. 
"How many martinis did you 
have at lunch?" my friend re­ 
marked. "You sound like you 
had four." 
"None/* I told him truthfully. 
"You know- I’ve been on a tem­ 
perance binge since the first of 
the year.” 
After hanging up, I went out 
to the office washroom mirror 
and studied my face. I found I 
could wrinkle my brows and 
move both eyes freely. No pain. 
No 
feeling 
of 
weakness 
or 
numbness or lack of coordina­ 
tion 
in 
hands, 
legs or feet. 
There did seem to be a slight 
downward turn at the left cor­ 
ner of my mouth, but hardly 
enough 
to 
dent 
the 
winning 
charm of my manly dimple. 
I went home and decided not 
to do anything until morning, 
which could have been a deadly 
decision 
but wasn’t. 
When 
1 
awoke, 
the 
bathroom 
mirror 
confirmed 
the 
definite 
turn­ 
down 
at 
the 
corner 
of 
my 
mouth, and a short rendition 
aloud of the Gettysburg Ad­ 
dress 
sounded 
like 
Abraham 
Lincoln full of martinis. Rut it 
was no worse. The stroke was 
over. 
After going to the office and 
writing my daily column. I re­ 
ported to the company nurse 
and doctor who found my blood 
pressure was still in the gasket- 
blowing range—180 over 140. It 
should have been 130 or 140 
over 80. 
Three hours later. I was in a 
hospital next to the room in 
which a famous movie star sev­ 
eral 
years 
before 
had 
been 
treated successfully for his oc­ 
cupational 
ailment—delirium 
tremens. 
1 spent the afternoon drawing 
up a new will and spent the 
evening—without the knowledge 
or consent of my doctor—drink­ 
ing Irish whisky with several 
grieving 
friends. 
They 
bad 
gathered there largely, I be­ 
lieve, in the hope that since it 
was St. Patrick’s Day, I would 
surely reward them by making 
an 
immortal 
deathbed 
utter­ 
ance. I made several, as a mat­ 
ter of fact, but nobody bothered 
to take notes. 
I awoke with my first hang­ 
over of 1972. one I am, begin­ 
ning to suspect will be the last 
one of my life. 
There 
followed 
15 
days 
of 
complete bed rest during which 
they tested everything except 
my 
I.Q.—an 
oversight—and 
took enough blood from me to 


give Draeula 
a bubble bath. 
Heart action okay. No diabetes. 
No gold stars for the liver, but 
blood pressure

steadily 
down, down, down. 
1 hen, 1 had a few weeks of 
recuperation, which is a medi­ 
cal word for loafing. Last week 
I made a mistake.

bragged that I was the only one 
on his staff at the moment with 
medical proof that he had a 
normal, brain.

"Do you think it would, 
hurt it if we put it back to work 
for a change?" 
So, one stroke and a little 
more than six weeks later, here 
I am, back at the typewriter. 
A few words of counsel: 
For nearly 20 years I have 
had high blood pressure and 
carried up to 40 pounds too 
much weight, the equivalent of 
lugging around three bowling 
balls day and night. But I stu­ 
pidly resisted the doctors’ plea 
to do anything about either. 
Now my blood pressure is 
normal and I have taken off 25 
pounds with 15 yet to go. 
“You have had your warn­ 
ing,” 
my doctor said. 
“How 
long you live now depends pret­ 
ty 
much 
on 
whether 
you 
learned your lesson." 
The same is probably true of 
most of the 30 million Ameri­ 
cans who are overweight and 
the 20 million who have high 
blood pressure, of whom 10 mil­ 
lion are unaware they have. 
Living on a sensible diet and 
taking two pills a day doesn’t 
seem like too high a price to 
pay 
for 
doubling 
or 
tripling 
your chances for a longer Ufe. 
An even more immediate re­ 
ward: 
You 
feel better right 
away and have more energy 
with which to enjoy life. 
Try it—you’ll like it, or I’ll 
give you your money back.

Their official voice was the 
National People’s Caucus, 
an 
infant amalgam of 368 grass­ 
roots 
organizations 
represent­ 
ing white ethnics, blacks and, 
Spanish-speaking Americans. 
The whites’*'' concern was the 
blockbusting, deterioration and 
abandonment that struck, their 
neighborhoods because of the 
home ownership programs. The 
minorities 
were 
angry 
about 
the shoddy housing foisted on 
them. 
It all spilled forth in a hear­ 
ing room of the Senate antitrust 
and 
monopoly 
subcommittee. 
The panel, was opening a probe 
of the 
financial 
machinations 
responsible for scandals in New 
York,

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If Making 
Wedding Gown 
Start Early 
LAFAYETTE. Ind. — If you 
are planning a June wedding 
and want to make your own wed­ 
ding gown, start early. Don t 
wait until, the last minute, sug­ 
gests Billie Ellsworth, Exten­ 
sion clothing and textile special­ 
ist at Purdue University. As 
the date nears, you will find that 
you are busy with a multitude 
of last minute details that had 
never occurred, to you. 
The first consideration in de­ 
termining whether to make your 
own wedding gown is whether 
you, a close friend, or a family 
member has the skill to con- 
truct a gown you will be happy 
wearing. This is a big day and 
you will want everything to be 
it can be very rewarding to 
wear a gown that you have mad 
A wedding gown need not be 
difficult to make although it is 
important to choose the pattern 
and fabric carefully. When you 
select the pattern for the gown, 
keep your figure in mind. 
It is best to select a design 
that you know from experience 
will look good on you’ Avoid 
designs that are the current 
mode but do not lend themselv­ 
es to your body structure. If, 
for example, you have never 
looked good in an empire waist­ 
line or standup collar, this isn’t 
the time to try one just be­ 
cause 
they 
are 
featured 
in 
many of the patterns for wed­ 
ding gowns. 
When selecting your pattern, 
think through the design details 
that look best on you in ordinary 
daytime garments. Do you us­ 
ually look best in a round jewel, 
scooped, or V-neck, or one with 
a standup or lay-back collar? 
What about sleeves? Do long 
straight or long full sleeves or 
short ones or even sleeveless 
designs generally look best on 
you? Other considerations relate 
to whether or not the waistline 
is at its natural position, .is rais­ 
ed, lowered or is undefined. 'Do 
you look best in skirts with gath­ 
ers. straight or bias cut? How 
much fullness? 
If you cannot find a pattern 
for a wedding gown that is ex­ 
actly what you. want, you can 
use a pattern from a. street 
dress l perhaps one you have 
made before and know looks 
good on you) and lengthen it if 
you want a floor length gown. 
An added advantage of mak­ 
ing your own. gown is that you 
can have the combination of de­ 
tails that you want by combin­ 
ing several patterns. Don’t, how­ 
ever attempt to use a pattern 
designed “for knits only” for 
traditional wedding gown fabric 
which have little give. These 
patterns are suitable only for 
knit fabrics. 
Select your pattern with an 
eye 
for 
its 
fitting 
potential 
Placement of darts and seams 
not only influence the effect of 
the design but also provide op­ 
portunity for fitting the fabric 
to the figure. For example, prin­ 
cess seams can emphasize a 
small waist, give the illusion of 
greater height and provide op­ 
portunity for fitting the fabric to 
a full bustlinc. The same lines 
may provide too much shaping 
for a very slight figure. On the 
other hand the simple, straight 
hanging, undarted styles are 
best left to the slim hipped 
small busted figure. 
The choice of fabric should 
be closely related to the choice 
of pattern. 'Fabrics with em­ 
broidered 
borders which are 
fashionable lend themselves to 
skirts cut from straight pieces 
such as those sometimes used 
for designs with gathers. Bias 
cut skirts and many sleeve styl­ 
es cannot be cut successfully 
from border fabrics. 
If you are considering fabrics 
with an embroidered or lace bor­ 
der, you will need to examine 
the back of the pattern envelope 
to see whether the bottom of the 
skirt or sleeve piece is straight 
rather than curved to determine 
if it can be successfully cut 
from this fabric. However, if 
the pattern you choose cannot 
be cut from this type of fabric, 
you can easily use a plain fab­ 
ric and apply bands of trim lif­ 
er. 
H your sewing skills are lim­ 
ited, select fabrics that are at­ 
tractive 
and 
fashionable 
yet 
easy to handle. Generally, non- 
slippery fabric* that have little 
give such as cotton pique, poly­ 
ester and cotton, voile or dotted 
swiss are relatively easy to work 
with. Some of the elegant jac­ 
quard designs in knit would also 
make up with little difficulty. 
Leave slippery fabrics such as 
satin, nylon or silk organza and 
slippery polyester as well as 
crepes to the experts. 
If you are unsure of fit, make 
your pattern in muslin or other 
faoric before cutting your gown. 
The construction of a test gar­ 
ment is also advisable when 
working with fabrics such as 
satin or organza which show pin 
hoies and thus cannot be altered 
successfully. 


Some Fund-Raising Committees 
Violate Federal Election Law

In 
apparent violation of the new 
federal election law. some polit­ 
ical 
fund-raising 
committees 
have failed to disclose corpo­ 
rate ties when registering with 
the government. 
An examination of the more 
than 600 registration statements 
filed with the General Account­ 
ing: 'Office since the law took ef­ 
fect April. 7 shows that 24 com­ 
mittees have officers who also 
are officers of particular corpo­ 
rations. 
Of these. 14 included the cor­ 
porate name in the committee 
title or 'listed it openly else­ 
where' in, their statements,. 
Ten others did not: Gulf Oil, 
Illinois Central Industries. Un­ 
ion 
Oil, 
Tennessee 
Eastman 
Co., Seaboard Coast Line Rail­ 
road, General American Trans­ 
portation, 
Quaker 
Oats 
and 
three smaller companies. 
In telephone interviews, most 
corporate 
executives 
said 
no 
connection 
existed 
between 
their companies and the vari­ 


ous committees because bylaws 
of the committees do not re­ 
strict 
membership 
or 
donors 
solely to those employed by 
their companies. 
One exception was Claude C. 
Wild Jr., registered lobbyist for 
Gulf Oil. who acknowledged his 
committee, 
called 
The 
Com­ 
mittee for Good Government, 
was solely for Gulf executives. 
“I just overlooked it,” ’ said 
Wild. “I wasn’t trying to hide 
anything. If I had been. I would 
have gotten a Post Office box. 
But I listed my name and ad­ 
dress.” 
Another exception was Ten­ 
nessee Eastman of Kingsport, 
Tenn.. a subsidiary of Eastman 
Kodak. 
Ralph L. Disler. director of 
TEC public relations and chair­ 
man of Volunteers for Better 
Government, 
said 
the 
com­ 
mittee has contributors other 
than TEC employes and that 
one of the committee's three of­ 
ficers was not a company em­ 


ploye. He declined further com­ 
ment. 
Records 
on 
file 
with 
the 
House of Representatives show 
that virtually all 109 people who 
contributed $36,000 to the com­ 
mittee so far this year are em­ 
ployed by TEC or a subsidiary 
in the Kingsport area... 
H.E. Wilson, vice chairman 
of the committee, who Disler 
said is not employed by TEC, 
could not be reached for com­ 
ment. But law directories show 
Wilson, an attorney, to be a 
partner in a. Kingsport law firm 
that represents TEC. 
Activities of corporate com­ 
mittees have received special 
scrutiny since the new law took 
effect because for the first time 
fund-raising committees set up 
by corporations and, labor un­ 
ions have full legal sanction. 
All 
union 
committees 
that 
have 
filed 
registration 
state­ 
ments have listed their affilia­ 
tion. 
The 
new 
elections 
law 
re­ 
quires any committee expecting 
to handle $1.000 or more in. po­ 
litical 
contributions 
during 
a 
calendar year to list any "affil­ 
iated 
or 
connected 
organ­ 
izations.” 


In 
regulations 
interpreting 
the new law, the GAO said such 
organizations include, but are 
“not limited to: 
* 
—“An organization which or­ 
ganized 
the 
reporting 
com­ 
mittee primarily for the pur­ 
pose of influencing the nomi­ 
nation or election of candidates 
for federal office:; 
—“An organization whose pri­ 
mary purpose is to support the 
reporting committee; 
—“An 
organization 
whose 
membership is similar to that 
of the reporting' committee.”' 
Penalties for violation of this 
section of the law are a $1,000 
fine, a year in jail or both. 
Fred Thompson, acting direc­ 
tor of the GAO’s Office of Fed­ 
eral Elections, said that wheth­ 
er the company had violated, 
the law "depends, of course, on. 
w hat their intention was.” 
"But 
certainly,” 
he 
said, 
“ when all officers of a com­ 
mittee are the same, work for 
the same company, that’s ex­ 
actly what we had in. mind in 
the regulations.” 
The GAO' is charged with in­ 
vestigating violations of the law' 
and turning over findings to the 
Justice Department if it feels

Elderly Need Better Nutrition, 
Says Director Of Study Center

NEW YORK (AP) — The ma­ 
jority of elderly Americana liv­ 
ing alone—rich or poor—do not 
consume an adequate diet. That 
is the opinion of Dr. Herbert A. 
Seltzer, executive director of 
the Daughters of Jacob Geriat­ 
ric Center here, who has con­ 
ducted studies on the nutrition 
of the elderly and what can be 
done to improve it. 
<;lTbe social aspect of eating 
la very important,” he says. 
“ How many people living alone 
are going to make a whole 
meal day after day? Instead 
they snack and eat the wrong; 
foods.” 
Poor nutrition often is not so 
much 
a 
matter 
of 
money, 
though this can be a factor, as 
of failure to take the time or 
make the effort to prepare a 
balanced meal, adds Seltzer. 
He 
suggests 
those 
living 
a l o n e 
make 
arrangements 
wherever 
possible 
to 
share 
meals and mealtime with oth­ 
ers 
in 
the 
same 
situation. 
“Find someone in the apart­ 
ment building or neighborhood 
and eat together; make it a 
dutch treat or alternate prepa­ 
ration of the meals.” 
And 
he 
recommends 
that 
those who must eat alone make 
a ceremony out of it, cooking a 
full-coarse, balanced meal and 
eating it in* the proper setting, 
perhaps with candles on. 'the 
table and a little wine to go 
with the dinner if it’s approved 
by their doctor. 
The director, who holds an 
MA from Harvard and a Doctor 
of Divinity degree from the 
Jewish Theological Seminary of 
America, has headed the ge­ 
riatric center for the past 32 
years, A nonprofit Federation 
of Jewish Philanthropies agen­ 
cy, it has more than 500 resi­ 
dents ranging in age from 70 to 
109. 
Good eating habits are espe­ 
cially important to the elderly 
because they are conducive to 
better 
health, 
Seltzer 
points 
out. “If they stuff themselves 
with snacks they become obeae 
and if they lose interest in food 
they fade away into nothing.” 
He considers absolutely es­ 
sential one hot nutritional meal 
a day, seven days a week. He 
thinks 
more 
local 
programs 


such 
as 
“Meals-on-Wheels,” 
through which a balanced, hot 
meal ia delivered ready to eat, 
would go a long way toward 
solving the problem. 
“It’s an outrage that local in­ 
stitutions don’t use their kitch­ 
ens to' provide such meals,” 
Seltzer 
declares. 
“Without 
straining the dietary facilities 
of a hospital, many additional 
meals could be produced. The 
cost of raw food is the smallest 
part in institutional preparation 
and if an organization regularly 
serves 300 meals it won’t cost 
that much more to prepare an 
extra 100 to be sent out to 
people who otherwise wouldn’t 
have a hot, nourishing meal.” 
Not only do older people fail 
to eat properly because they 
won't take the time or trouble 
but by the time they’ve reached 
their 80s they have gotten into 
eating patterns that are impos­ 
sible to break. 
“Regardless of what special­ 
ized diet a person is on it’s pos­ 
sible to eat balanced meals 
within the restrictions, but our 
dietician knocks her brains cjt 
to prepare a nutritionally bal­ 
anced meal and some of them 
leave it and then go into the 
snack shop to' fill up,” the di­ 
rector laments. 
Seltzer advises the elderly, 
who often have no idea what 
elements 
constitute 
an 
ade­ 
quate diet, to get a booklet on 
nutrition from any health agen­ 
cy and adhere to it rigorously. 
For those who have difficulty 
shopping for food he claims “a 
telephone and a quarter to tip 
toe delivery boy” are necessi­ 
ties that should be taken into 
consideration by welfare au­ 
thorities. 
Families can help, too, if 
they’re' around, he adds. “Take 
'the old folks out to a restaurant 
on 
festive 
occasions; 
invite 
them over as often as you can, 
or take an extra portion of your 
own meal to them. And, if they 
live with you, they should eat 
at the same time as the rest of 
the family.

Jackson Quits 
Active Role 
In Demo Race 


CLEVELAND. Ohio (AP) — 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, whose 
strong 
personal 
presidential 
campaign in Ohio failed to ig­ 
nite voter support, has dropped 
out of active primary election 
campaigning. 
But he said he was not re­ 
leasing his delegates. 
“A lot can happen between 
now and Miami,” Jackson said 
'Tuesday night, looking ahead to 
the Democratic National Con­ 
vention in Miami Beach, Fla. 
The Washington senator had 
made a strong bid for Ohio’s 
primary, but finished fourth in 
a field of five Democrats. 
Jackson said that he had to' 
work with a radio-television 
and 
new-spa per 
advertising 
budget of $22,000 in Ohio. He 
had said earlier that his entire 
state campaign budget was less 
than $50,000. 
“I had indicated earlier I 
would not carry on a campaign 
involving 
deficit 
financing,” 
Jackson told newsmen and a 
small gathering of supporters. 
Because of limited campaign 
funds, “It is my decision not to 
go into any more of the pri­ 
mary campaigns because it will, 
not be possible . . . without defi­ 
cit financing.” 
Jackson continues on the bal­ 
lot in Oregon, Nebraska and 
Michigan, which have mandato­ 
ry primaries. He is also on the 
California ballot. 
“I will continue in the cam­ 
paign. I am staying with it,” 
Jackson said. 


KELLOGG, Idaho (AP) — At 
least 24 miners died in the na­ 
tion's richest silver mine after 
fire swept through mineshafts 
more than half a mile under­ 
ground, authorities said today. 
Shoshone County Sheriff 'Lou 
Gardner said 19 bodies were 
being brought to the surface in 
addition to the five which mine 
officials said were removed 
from the murky shafts Tues­ 
day. 
The fire was believed to have 
broken out among timbers be­ 
tween the 3,40Q-and 3,700-foot 
levels of the Stmshine Mining 
Co. operation in this mineral- 
rich area of northern Idaho. 
More than 100 men escaped. 
Families and co-workers of 
miners reported, missing hud­ 
dled over warming stoves on 
the surface while rescue crews 
sealed off shafts they had 
checked but found empty. 
First reports said 77 miners 
were' unaccounted, for. It was 
not immediately clear whether 
the death toll of 24 cited by the 
sheriff included some of the 77 
missing miners. 
About 100 rescue personnel 
were charting areas sealed be­ 
hind bulkheads to keep flames 


Latest Moon 
Flight Called 
‘Cliff Hanger’ 
SPACE CENTER, Houston 
(AP) — Commander John W. 
Young today termed the Apollo 
16 mission a “cliff-hanger” be­ 
cause of the engine problem 
that almost canceled the land­ 
ing on the moon. 
He said he and his crew- 
mates, Charles M. Duke Jr. 
and Thomas K. Mattingly II, 
were worried about a shortage 
of fuel because of extra maneu­ 
vering they had to do because 
'Of the trouble. 
The astronauts spoke at their 
first news conference since the 
end of their 11-day space ad­ 
venture last Thursday. 
In an opening statement. 
Young said the astronauts had 
some worrisome hours after 
Mattingly discovered a. problem 
with a backup control system 
in the command ship engine 
just 40 minutes before Young 
and Duke were to land in the 
Descartes mountains. 
Mission Control told them to 
postpone the landing while ex­ 
perts examined the problem. It 
was determined not to be 
serious and the lunar touch­ 
down was achieved six hours 
late. 
The astronauts narrated a 
film, and slides of the mission, 
highlights, including 'the sepa­ 
ration of the two ships, the de­ 
scent to the surface as seen 
through the lunar module en­ 
gine, and a tour of the Des­ 
cartes area as Young and Duke 
drove their moon buggy from 
feature' to feature. 


from spreading into new por­ 
tions of the mine. The rescuers 
also were working their way 
into other smoke-filled shafts as 
they tried to locate the missing 
miners. 
Idaho Gov. Cecil D. Andrus 
said in Boise that state author­ 
ities will seek as soon as pos­ 
sible to determine the cause of 
what he said may be Idaho’s 
worst mine disaster. 
Some 100 members of the 
families of the missing men. 
gathered at the concrete-faced 
mine after the fire broke out 
late Tuesday morning, then at 
the behest of mine officials 
started a long wait in a nearby 
mine warehouse. 
As darkness fell, mine work- 
lights illuminated the entrance 
to the shaft and a corrugated 
iron 
structure 
housing 
the 
mine’s hoist machinery. 
Mine officials would not say 
whether they knew the location 
of the missing men in the lab­ 
yrinth of tunnels that extend 5,- 
000 feet into the earth. 
A Sunshine spokesman said 
the missing miners have no 
means of communicating with 
those above ground, and they 
have not been heard from since 
the fire started. 
More than 100 rescuers front, 
the U.S. Bureau of Mines and 
other mine operations in the 
area responded to calls for 
help. 
Working in teams of five and 
wearing oxygen tanks, sear­ 
chers entered the mine shafts 
for periods up to 30 minutes, 
closing off areas probed and 
trying to narrow their field of 
search. 
One rescuer described the 
mine interior as “extremely 
hot, extremely smoky and al­ 
most impossible to see in.” 
It was said the cause and ex­ 
act location of the fire were not 
known. It was believed to have 
burned, in. timbers in an older 
portion of toe mine between the 
3,400 and 3,700 foot levels. 
Crews above ground bored a 
4-foot hole into a mineshaft to 
force air down to rescuers and 
the miners still inside, he said. 
Wallace Wilson, a Sunshine 
vice president, said 108 day shift 
workers were evacuated from 
the mine immediately after the 
blaze flared. 
Five bodies were brought out 
of the mine’s main shaft about 
nine hours later.
